Canadian wood sales during the 
week ending Augusi 10th amounted 
to $398,579, which brings the total 
for the year up to $247,059,160. Of 
this sum $103,336,827 represents the 
value of bonds sold in Canada; $27,- 
978,333 in the United Kingdom, and 
$115,745,000 in the United States. 


The port ef Montreal is well on 
its way this season to beat all previ- 
ous records for tonnage received as 
statistics, obtained from the Harbor 
Commissioners’ office, show that 
there is a big increase in the num- 
ber of ships berthed in‘ the port to 
date, as compared with the number 
for the same date last year.

“Kuilroad transportation is worth 
ten times what it costs today to 
every person in this nation. The 
railroads haul your meat 500 miles 
for 36 cents a hundred pounds, you 
pay from 20 cents for cheap cuts to 
60 cents for special cuts ef meat or 
from 60 to 130 times the cost of 
transportation. 

“The railroads haul floue 400 miles 
for 13'y cents # hundred, 7 pounds 
for one cent.
